N the House of Lords to-day, Viscount 
Sankey moved :— 


‘“That the present system of trial of 
Peers by Peers has outlived its usefulness.” 

The main object ef the motion, he said, 
was to ascertain the opinion of the House as 
a whole. If their lordships approved the 
motion, they might be asked in the future 
to. grant time for a bill dealing with the sub- 
ject. A great novehst had made Mr. Bumble 
say: “The law ts a ass ; but the student of 
law and of history could generally find some 
good reason for our customs. It was true 
that Parliament had made mistakes, and that 
im the further knowledge of to-day we were 
wiser after the event. But if the procedure 
of our law had outlived it usefulness its 
continuance was open.to censure. Recalling 
the circumstances of the trial of Lord de Clif- 
ford, he said that if a noble bord was 
acquitted by the House of Lords of felony he 
might still have to stand his trial on a charge 
of misdemeanour at the Assizes. 

The need for this kind of procedure no 
longer existed. He would give a hypothetical 
case. <A noble:lord, the chairman of a com- 
pany might swindle’a gullible public out of 
hundreds of thousands G ounds. That might 
be a misdemeanour for which he weuld have 
to take his trial at the Central Criminal Court 
or at the Assizes. On the other hand, if the 
noble lord were to steal a silver match box, 
worth, say, £0s.. that was a felony for which 


he would have to be tried by his peers.

At the Central Criminal Court the defence 
| in the De Clifford trial could have been con- 
ducted by a junior barrister for a fee of 
15. guineas. Before the House of Lords, in 
this most simple of cases, there appeared for 
the Crown the Attorney-General, the 
Solicitor-General and two Treasury counsel. 
Four learned lords were taken from their 
work at the Law Courts in order to advise 
their Jordships on any point of law that 
might arise. In the Central Criminal Court 
the case wonld probably have lasted a couple 
of hours, aud cost about £35. Trial by the 


House of Lords in this case cost, he was told, 
£100. and such an expenditure of time and 
public money was not Justified. He suggested 
that the “proper thing to do was to pass a 
short bill abolishing the existing procedure. 

Lord Rankeillour moved an amendment to 
provide that Peers should retain the right oí 
trial in cases of treason. í . 

The Lord Chancellor (Viscount Hailsham) 
said that the motion was particularly one to 
which the House should come to a decision. 
Personally he saw no reason why a distinc- 
tion should be drawn between an ordinary 
person and one who happened to be the 
holder of an hereditary title when they were 
accused with the same thing. Such a dis- 
tinction was hard to justify on any ground 
of justice, or, indeed, om any other ground.

DUBLIN MUNICIPAL 
ELECTIONS 


Referring to the forthcoming municipal 
elections in Dublin, Mr. Lemass said that 
they would now be held for the first time 
on the basis of adult suffrage. There 
would no longer be any privileged class 1n 
the life of this city, so that for the first 
time Fianna Fail would be given a real 
chance of ensuring that they should have a 
Municipal Council which would be a 
proper reflex of the national feelings of 
the people of the capital, It had been a 
source of regret to all of them that the 
feelings of the people of Dublin on 
national matters had been misrepresentetl 
in consequence of the election through an 
antiquated system of people who were jn 
no sense representative of the citizens. 
Particularly they had been distressed to 
see a body responsible for the relief ol 
distress manned by a number of people, | 
some of whom were proving themselves 
publicly to be what, in the old days, were 
called “ ward heelers,’’ and were certainly 
using their position on that body for the 
purpose of. political party propaganda and 
of implementing the general aim of the 
Opposition Party—to do as much damage 
as they could instead of fulfilling their 
statutory duties. 

All that was going to be changed after 
the next election, and it was necessary 
that their organisation should at once take 
in hand the work of organising for the 
purpose of making a clean sweep of these 
people who had been for too long 
inasquerading as the representatives of the 
Citv of Dublin. 

Mr. James Tutty presided, and a vote 
of thanks was passed to the Minister on 
the motion of Mr. Patrick Morrissey, 
seconded by Mr. John Clarke. 


MR. DERRIG ON ELECTIONS 


Mr. T. Derrig,. T.D. (Minister for 
Education) does not believe in an early 
general election. Discussing the subject at 
a recent meeting in South Kilkenny, he 
said—We all know that the present 
Government's term of office does not end 
until January, 1938, and we do not expect 
an election until the full period is expired, 
but if by that time we find it necessary 
to go to the country we will not be afraid 
or ashamed to go before the people again 
for their support and confidence, and we 
are quite sure we will receive that even to 
a greater extent than before. 


ALARM IN FRANCE 


‘GERMANY ARMING NIGHT 
AND DAY ” 


From Revter’s CoRRFsPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesdau. 

The need for strong armaments on the 
part of Great Britain and France was 
stressed by M. Paul Reynaud, a French 
ex-Minister, who knows England well, in 
an address to the Foreign Press Associa- 
tion. 

“ Just after the war two policies were 
possible for the maintenance of peace,'' 
he said. ‘‘ Either to bring our late enemy 
to abandon his warlike ideas or to main- 
tain with regard to him the proportion of 
armaments which enabled us to win the 
victory. 

“ Our Anglo-Saxon friends pressed us 
to try the first way. It concorded with 
their idea of fair play, and evoked in 
France a sentiment of generosity. But 
whatever we may think of the past, this 
way is now closed to us. Germany, having 
left the League of Nations, is working 
night and day to re-arm. Only the second 
way remains open.” 

M. Paul Reynaud decried the old pre- 
war system of alliances. Only a moral 
idea can bring about the necessary group- 
ing—that of the defence of the victim 
against the aggressor, that of collective 
security. ' :

HOME ASSISTANCE 
COSTING MORE

DESPITE DECREASE IN 
NUMBERS

The total number of persons in the Free 
State (men, women, and children) in receipt 
of public assistance under the poor law on 
the last Saturday of December, 1935, was 
103,129, which is 1,590 less than the previous 
month, and 987 less than oh the correspond- 
ing day last year. 

The total is equivalent to 54 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population. 

The number of persons in receipt of home 
assistance was 85,299, or 894 lIess.than the 
previous month, and 805 less than on the 
corresponding day last year. 

The average cost of home assistance’ was 
£13,147 per week, or £1,165 per week more 
than the previous month, and £951 higher per 
week than in December, 1934. 

The numbers on home assistance in Dublin 
City and County were 28. per cent. of the 
total on home assistance. i 

The above figures relate only to persons who 
were receiving home assistance or were main- 
tained in county homes, hospitals, and extern 
institutions by Poor Law authorities, The 
following classes are not included—namely, 
persons receiving reedical relief only at dis- 
pensaries, sick persons attended in their own 
homes by dispensary officers, and patients in 
public mental hospitals.

The strike at Smithfield. Meat “Market, 
London, continues, and the strikers state 
that men employed in the cold stores and 
at the wharves have joined them. If this 
is true, about 12,000 men will have been 
rendered idle. 

The London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway Company have cancélled to-day’s 
1.0 p.m, sailing of their:steamer from 
North Wall, Dublin, for Holyhead; but 
they announce that a steamer will saii 
to-morrow (Thursday) at 12.45 p.m., as 
usual, 

Cork exporters estimate that Free State 
traders will lose thousands of pounds if 
the strike is not settled within three days. 
The bacon, offals and pork that now are 
held up, they say; will be fit only for 
destruction.

FOUR YEARS IN PRISON

REMARKABLE CORK CASE 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Tuesday. 


At Cork Circuit Court to-day, before Judge 
O'Donnell, an application was made for the 
release of Peter O'Neill, of Glanmire, who has 
been for about four years in Cork Prison 
arising out of bankruptcy proceedings involv- 
ing his brother, John O'Neill, a bankrupt. 
Mr. 0 Driscoll, for the application, said that 
the bankrupt, after selling his farm, had paid 
a sum of money to Peter, the present 
apphcant, and Peter was ordered by the Court 
to. lodge the amount, and refused, and was 
committed to Cork Prison. 

The applicant said that when he went to 
work for his brother, Jchn, he bad about, 
£385, which he lent-to the latter. His wages 
were to be £30 a year, and he worked nine 
vears without being paid. After John’s wite 
brought matrimonial proceedings against 
John, the latter sold the farm and paid 
witness the £655. 

~ Judge (’Vonnell—What did you do with 
that £655 ?--Appheant—Il have no account of 
it. J don’t know where it is. 

Judge O*Donnell—How much are you pre- 
pared to, give your brother’s wile and child, 
who have nothing? Will you give her half ?— 
Applicant —1 don’t know if 1 have anything to 
give her. 

~ When John O'Neill, giving evidence, said 
that he had only casual employment, and had 
not contributed: to the support of his wife 
and child, Judge O'Donnell exclaimed: 
‘‘ Why wasn’t this man before me?” .

and get the other poor wretch into jail.

THE COST OF LIVING

Sik,—Reference has been made in the Press 
to the prices of bread. tea and _ sugar. 
Actually, bread and flour were dearer in 
1929 than at the end of last year—bread 
being Sid. per 2lb. loaf and flour 2s. 63d. a 
stone, against Sd. and 2s. 2d, respectively, 
All meat, including bacon, was dearer. 
Butter was dearer, and so were eggs, cheese, 
milk and potatoes. 

It is not imagination which makes people 
think that prices have moved upwards sates 
the past five years—it is short memories. It 
is true that recently there has been an 
increase in prices, but the point I have made 
is that, notwithstanding the recent increases, 
the prices are still below those of 1929, 1930 
and 1931, before the sharp fall which took 
Fa in 1932. As compared with 1929, money 
ras still 10 per cent, more purchasing power. 
And remember that most wage-rates were | 
fixed before that year, so that most wages | 
have considerably more purchasing power now | 
than when they were fixed. 

Most of the rises in the price of food- 
stuffs are due to the Government’s efforts to 
assist the farmer. If the farmer has to get 
better prices for his produce thea the public 


has got to pay those higher prices. You 
cannot have it both ways, But I again
